Satur- 
day night between: 30,000 and 
40,000 fugitives were still waiting 
at the frontier. 

It ‘is obviously impossible to 
gain accurate information from 
the. refugees, ‘many reports con- 
tradicting one another. - 

It seems, however, probable, that 
the report; according to which the 
Foreign Minister, Del Vayo ordered 
police and militia to prevent officials, 
officers and politicians, from cross- 
ing the frontier, is true to some 
extent.—_Trans-Ocean. .
